500.000 men by selective draft, the 
president rejected the volunteer divis­ 
ion ofTered by Theodore Roosevelt for 
service In France and directed the 
war department to prepara* fQlCdilf 
25.000 regulars for immediate dlspatan 
to the battle front. They will be the 
flower of the army and will be led by 
Gen. John .

Article XIX, Section^. 
The 
several counties in the state,.. shall 
have the power to fevy and collect 
a special county tax not exceeding 
thirty cents on each one • hundred 
dollars of taxable property in ihch 
counties in addition to that now au­ 
thorized or that may hereafter be au­ 
thorized for public school purposes, 
and in addition to that now authorized 
under section 260 of Article XIV of 
the constitution; provided, that the 
rate of such tax, the time it is to con­ 
tinue and the purpose thereof shall 
have been first submitted to the vote 
of the {justified electors of the county 
and voted for by a majority of those 
voting at such election."
